It. is singular that men who are well 
informed ab out most matters cannot 
get it into their heads that there are 
statutes of limitation which out up b y 
the roots, after a certain time, claims 
which may hav e 
b een 
meritorious 
original'y. 
In this state no person can 
b ring an action to recov er lands un­ 
less within twenty years 
a fter the 
right to b ring such action accrued. 
There are exceptions in fav or of in 
facts and 
insane persons. 
A ease 
m ight b e imagined in which these ex­ 
ceptions would extend the limit far 
b eyond twenty years, b ut po ssessio n fo r 
two centuries giv es an unattainab le 
title. 
Ev ery cent which deluded heirs pay 
to lawyers is money thrown away 
If 
they will consult lawyers who are riot 
hunting for job s they will b e told they 
are entitled to nothing.
